US. Economic 
Defence Board

WASHINGTON, July 31—(BUP) 
President Roosevelt today intensi- 
fied this nation’s economic warfare 
against the Berlin - Rome - Tokyo 
Axis by creating an “economic de- 
fence board” headed by Vice Presi- 
dent Henry A. Wallace as chairman. 

The President also acted to inte- 
grate more closely into the admin- 
istration current efforts by the 
United States government to solid- 
ify the western hemispnere. He 
created the office of co-ordinator 
of inter-American affairs, selecting 
Nelson A. Rockefeller to head the 
new agency. 

The new economic defence board, 
which will serve as a broad plan- 
ning “ministry” and which presum- 
ably will maintain contact with the 
British economic ministry, was 
created by executive order, It will 
be essentially an advisory board 
but its recommendations will be 
translated into action by the various 
executive departments, the Presi- 
dent himself, and the administrator 
of export control.

limitation which will be mentioned 
later, the power and authority to 
combat total war with total war. 
Under the National Resources 
Mobilization Act, 1940, His Majesty 
may require persons to place them- 
felves, their services and their pro- 
perty at his disposal to secure pub- 
lic safety, for the defence of Can- 
ada, the maintenance of public 
order, the efficient prosecution of 
{he war or to maintain supplies or 
fervices essential to the life of the 
community, 


ALL POSSIBLE POWER 

Standing by itself, the foregoing 
Provision gave the government all 
possible power to mobilize and co- 
Ordinate the human and material 
resources of Canada for the prose- 
eution of the war. 


It is essential, not only that the 
Bovernment should have, but 
should exercise these potvers.- To 
conscript wealth and not man- 
power would obviously be futile, 
The very purpose of government 
control of the productive resources 

‘of the country is to maintain our 
armed forces, If the latter are in- 
adequate, the mobilization of 
wealth would be meaningless. 
There should be complete co-ordin- 


+ ation of resources and manpower 


so. that both industry and indi- 
viduals could make their maximum 
contribution, However, this has 
been rendered impossible by the 
statutory limitation that provides 
that the powers conferred by the 
National Resources Mobilization 
Act “may not be exercised for the 
purpose of requiring persons to 
serve in the military, naval or air 
forces outside of Canada and the 
territorial waters thereof.” Conse- 
quently, men called up under the 
Act receive four months’ training 
and are then retained in the army, 
for home defence only. 


SENSELESS DISTINCTION 

The distinction drawn between 
home servce and service beyond 
Canada is illogical and . senseless. 
It means that young men, sound 
physically and of military age, will 
be retained in Canada, while large 
numbers of older men with de- 
pendents are permitted to go over- 
seas and eventually burden the 
country with unnecessary costs of 
hospitalization and pensions. 

We forget that the fate of this 
country is being decided in Eu- 
rope and that for us Great Britain 
is our last line of defence. The 
place for Canadian soldiers today 
is where it has always been—in 
the war zones, 

The public generally do not know 
the situation. They have been be- 
guiled with propgaanda which has 
not disclosed but has hidden the 
true facts. This is not entirely the 
fault of the Canadian authorities al- 
though they must bear their share. 
However, the result is that the aver 
age person thinks that the present 
system of recruiting has been satis- 
factory, and that aside from the 
Navy and Air Force, where relative- 
ly small numbers are required, that 
manpower is really not needed. We 
still suffer from the delusion that we 
are merely participating in a de- 
fensive war and that we can succeed 
by carrying on a defensive war to 
the end. That theory as we all know 
was fatal to France, to the Low 
Countries, to South Eastern Europe 
and almost to Great Britain herself. 


INFANTRY ESSENTIAL 

Great as is the need for aircraft, 
tanks, guns and the other impedi- 
menta of war, infantry is no less 
essential. The percentage of a mod- 
ern army which is “armoured” is 
relatively small, Mechanization is a 
different matter. Mobility is given 
to the infantry and other slow mov- 
ing troops by the use of mechanical 
equipment such as trucks, motor 
cars and motor cycles and tractors 
for the artillery. It is safe to say that 
even in the German army only 
about ten per cent consists of Pan- 
ver divisions and other armoured 
troops. 

When Germany invaded Poland 
and Jater France, it had vast hordes 
of infantry available. They were 
not used to any extent because the 
armored units rushing forward :n 
co-operation with the air force, 
were able to destroy the morale of 
the opposing armies. If it had not 
been for those initial successes, 
these campaigns would have been 
decided by infantry and artillery. 
This is pointed out to emphasize 
the fact at last being generally re- 
cognized, that a large army is just 
as essential today as it ever was. 
HAS HUGE ARMY 

Germany has a huge army esti- 
mated at between 250 and 280 di- 
visions, The British Empire, in- 
cluding the Dominions, have not 
—ooooooooOOO 
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more than one-third of this num- 
ber. If we could reach anything 
approaching an equality in armored 
troops, we would still be hope- 
lessly outnumbered in infantry on 
which the burden must eventually 
fall, all other factors being equai. 

Sooner or later the need for 
(rained soldiers will be very great 
elther to replace battle casualties 
or to put additional divisions in 
the field. One year is the gen- 
erally accepted period of training 
for an efficient soldier, Will we 
have them? 

The present voluntary system is 
not satisfactory. It is not produc- 
ing men in sufficient numbers as is 
amply proven by the recent frantic, 
undignified and costly campaign for 
recruits. In many cases men are 
taken who could more usefully be 
employed in industry. Too many 
young men with no particular tech- 


nical qualifications are not joining. 
This is only too well known, Too 
many married men are enlisting. 
There is more than a suspicion that 
the average age is too high. This 
is borne out by the very large 
number of discharges and the re- 
placements required. As further 
evidence, the experience of some 
Alberta employers is illumingating. 
In one case, out of 84 enlistments 
62 were married men and the aver- 
age age was over 32 years. In an- 
other, 33 enlisted of whom 24 were 
married and the average was 32. 
These cases are not unusual. 


SELECTIVE SYSTEM ESSENTIAL 
The Selective System is essential 
even if the necessary numbers 
could otherwise’ be obtained, It 
would give some assurance that in- 
dustry and agriculture would not 
be robbed for the army while men 
who should be in the army would 
find their way there and not into 
industry. It would obviate the very 
real danger of endeavoring to main- 
tain an army made up in a large 
part of men who have passed the 
age of highest military efficiency. 

The man power available either 

for industry, agricultyre or for 
the armed forces is not. known, 
nor has anyone the remotest idea 
of the extent te which women 
could be used in industry and 
agriculture to replace men ef 
military age. The information ob- 
tained by the National Registra- 
tion Act is far from comprehens- 
ive or adequate, In many indus- 
tries women could even now be 
substituted for men but accom- 
modation for them is entirely 
lacking. 

To argue that the voluntary sys- 
tem of recruiting produces the best 
soldiers, totally ignores the fact 
that the Germans haye produced 
their armies under the conscription 
system. The same is true of Great 
Britain, while, in the last war, the 
United States used the selective 
system and has already adopted it 
for raising its new army. A con- 
script army is inferior to one 
raised by the voluntary system, only 
if its personnel is dragooned into 
the service and is not animated by 
a sense of patriotism and the grim 
determination to prevail. 


LACK OF UNDERSTANDING 

The Canadian people are quite 
prepared to make any sacrifice if 
they realize the necessity, The 
present lethargy is due entirely to 
a lack of understanding and not to 
any lack of determination or latent 
enthusiasm, They do not fear that 
selective service would involve na- 
tional disunity. They saw conscrip- 
tion for home service accepted 
throughout the. country without 
protest. They believe that if they 
are worthy of possessing this coun- 
try they should be prepared to 
pledge what they possess in its 
defence,

White said in an interview, “The 
Canadian restrictions have caused 
a devil of a lot of trouble. There 
are many towns which are de- 
pendent upon Canadian trade. 
Their entire economy has been 
built on that trade, 

“Of course, Canada has im- 
posed the restrictions to support 
her own currency, but there is a 
question of whether she would 
not be better off to let a few 
million dollars come to this 
country. She certainly would be 
better off from the standpoint of 
friendly relations.” 

White said that Maine, Washing- 
ton and Michigan were among the 
states “hard hit” by the Canadian 
restrictions,

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Looking Well Ahead

Canadian, British, Australian and 
New Zealand authorities are to soon 
start negotiations looking to a three- 
year extension of the Commonwealth 
Air Training project. That the exten- 
sion will be made goes without saying. 
That there wiil be any wide changes in 
the plan has not been suggested. 

This of course implies expectation 
that the war will continue indefinitely. 
There is no reason to suppose the con- 
trary, much as it is to be hoped the 
expectation will prove wrong. As the 
present agreement has still a year and 
a half to run, the proposed extension 
of the plan allows for four and a half 
more years of fighting. 

The longer the war lasts, the more 
important this great training scheme 
will be. Its facilities are still being 
expanded, and larger and still larger 
numbers of students are passing 
through the schools. The maximum of 
25,000 trained airmen per year does 
not now seem at all impossible—as it 
did a year and a half ago. 

While figures and troop movements 
are carefully guarded, it is known there 
are already hundreds of graduates of 
the schools oversea, and a steady and 
ever-growing stream of pilots, ob- 
servers and gunners are following 
them. There are now thirteen Canadian 
squadrons alone operating oversea. 
That is an official hint of what the 
air training scheme is doing to help 
smash Hitler’s war machine. 


The Eatless Order 


Norway's Government in exile an- 
nounced that hunger is certain to pre- 
vail widely in that unfortunate coun- 
try when winter comes. Meat and eggs 
are already scarce to the point of be- 
ing almost non-obtainable, milk and po- 
tatoes have been commandeered by the 
occupational forces, bread, butter and 
sugar are rationed to subsistence level, 
and coffee is practically off the popu- 
lar menu. 

Norway is one of the countries in 
which there has been full opportunity 
to show the wonder-working powers of 
national socialism of the Hitler pattern. 
The population is small and industrious. 
The Fuehrer has the food resources of 
continental Europe at his disposal. If 
the Nazi economists were right the 
people of Norway should be well fed, 
and the country provide a demonstra- 
tion to the world of the blessings 
attainable under the ‘new order”.

Now I do-not believe Senator Wheeler 
is a traitor or that he wishes anything but 
the best of fortune for the United States. 
He is only a stubborn, bitterly resentful 
man, provincial in outlook, abysmally 
ignorant of world policies, and absolutely 
convinced that he is trying to spare the 
country of the terrors of war. Even the 
Nazis do not count upon Senatot Wheeler 
as reliable in their councils. They merely 
count him useful. 


Hitler’s America 


The America of the future that the 
Nazis envisage headed by a government 
willing and eager to collaborate with the 
new world order will not have a president 
who is a member of either major party. 
They want an outsider elected on a fusion 
ticket in this chaos of national disaster. 
They do not want a provincially-minded 
man from Montana with extremely strong 
national sentiments, but an unnationally-

minded man willing to join in their con- 
spiracy to reorganize the world in the in- 
terests of the new Nietzechen type of mas- 
termen.

So the question arises whether the 
United States is able to make either peace

But Clean American Dad 


A GENTLEMAN who really want- 
ed to write himself a powerful 
piece could take that baseball game 
in our town, wherein the venerable 
and venerated Robert Moses Lefty 
Grove won, or had won for him, 
his 300th victory as a major league 
pitcher, and, using it as a sort of 
golden text, he could fashion any- 
thing from a smash of thrilling ball 
park fiction to a sermon fit for 
Sabbath usage fré6m even the most 
solemn pulpit. For in it, behind it 
and through it is a strain of life- 
story that, like a big city telephone 
cable, has a little bit of every sort 


of language in it. 
. 


THEY WORKED FOR HIM 
Fro™ a technical standpoint, 

the game was a throw-out, but 
there’s no question but that the 
Red Sox poured everything they 
had into the effort to nail that 
one for their oldest and most fam- 
ous pitcher. There wasn’t much 
else they could give him. As it 
chances, there wasn't much else 
he wanted or asked for, That's 
the big part of the story. 


Being officially recorded for all 
history as a 300 game winner moved 
him jnto a historic circle with such 
other immortals as Cy Young, 
Charley. Nichols, Eddie Plank, 
Christy Mathewson, Walier John- 
s0n and Grover Cleveland Alex- 
ander. The members of that sextet 
are the only ones who've accom- 
plished the feat in this century. 
Alexander did it last, and he 
reached the figure 17 years ago. 

But this, as it chanced, was 
practically all he had left to want 
for. The rest was already his. 
Ever since, back in 1919, he rode 
a bicycle barefooted 16 miles out 
of the West Virgina hills to ask 
for a job on a town team as a Jeft- 
handed first baseman—a job that 
he flubbed, and then decided to 
try pitching—he’s been steadily in 
the professional] game, and his ca- 
reer has been one of the truly great 
ones. 


And “great” is really the word. 

The rest of the story isn't part 
Of sports page lore. It's down in 
the little town of Lonaconing, 
Md., which the Groves call home. 
It's in the hearts of the neigh- 
bors down there who know the 
Groves as family people. They 
know Lefty as a fine, decent, 
clean and loyal family man, with 
the same wife he started ont 
with, and whom he fondly calls 
“Mamma”. They know he has 
& manly son and a pretty daugh- 
ter, both now in college, They 
kMow he’s never put on any dog, 
has never played the great hero, 


a million 
bonds. He's no part of a scrime. 
His family lives well, and he even 
goes in for some reasonably fancy 
haberdashery, especially during the 
Spring season in Florida, where his 
pullover sweaters, flannel trousers 
and two-tone sports shoes of ex- 
pensive make are part of the 
Standard tropical scenery around 
the Sarasota Terrace hotel, 

But he’s not a‘night-clubbing ball 


player, He's never to be found 
around the bar. Pitching is his 
business, and physical fitness his 


stock in trade. He still follows his 
original country-boy routine, retir- 
ing early and getting up with the 
birds.

HIS TEMPER HISTORICAL 


b binrt isn't an effort to peint 
him as any gold-tinted angel. 

He had a temper that became prac- 
tically historical. Its explosions 
were things of stark beauty. He'd 
tear shirts, kick buckets, rip 
gloves and threaten te tear err- 
ing ball players and disagreeing 
umpires apart. In fact, when 
Connie Mack sold him to Boston, 
the resident scribes in the Hub 
of the Universe approached him 
at first as gingerly as if he were 
Gargantua, the gorilla. 

But that was only because he 
wanted to win. Somewhere along 
the line, he became mellowed and 
philosophical rather than explosive 
and ornery. 

He's a powerful figure of a man 
even yet. Well over six feet tall and 
weighing 200 pounds, he’s long and 
lean with tremendous leverage in 
that snaky left whip, His black hair 
is now definitely threaded with sil- 
ver, and nobody really knows how 
old he is. He officially passed his 
40th birthday two or three years 
ago, and that’s for the record, but 
he's probably closer to 50. 


There was dramatic justice in 
the fact that his long-time team- 
mate and co-Athletics and world 
series hero, Jimmy Foxx, should 
have cinched the 300th win for 
him with a screaming three- 
bagger that amounted to a home 
run. The Mighty Double X reared 
himself upward from the depths 
of a slump to deliver safely to his 
old pal his dearest desire. 

It’s a great story from any angle, 
but the greatest angle of all is the 
quiet one of R. M. Grove, the moun- 
tain boy who grew up to be an 

American, There's just enough that’s 
plain and decent and old fashioned 
in this country still to bring our 
quickest, sincerest, if often unex- 
pressed, emotions brimming at the 
Sight of a strong, clean father stand- 
ing proudly beside his bride, now 
some decade or two, or three older 
with their fine sons and daughters 


that he's never tight with his 

money, but that, withal, he's 

been a “saving man”. 

In fact, he’s banked and has in- 
vested his baseball earnings so 
carefully that, besides some bowl- 
ing alleys he owns in Lonaconing, 
he’s supposed to have a quarter of

Crops, gardens, windows and 
even farm animals suffered when 
a hailstorm swept out of the west 
Wedne-day evening to pelt “golf 
ball” hail stones over the north- 


the district north-east of the city. 


almost-ripe grain crops. 

Farmlands north and northeast of 
the city felt the weight of the 
storm. Damage to some grainfields 
of 50 to 75 per cent was reported at 
Horse Hills, northeast of Edmonton, 
and in the district immediately 
north of the city 

Plants and shrubs in many city 
gardens were smashed, while win- 
dows in some city and district 
homes .were broken, Animals in 
pasture were bruised by the heavy 
hailstones, and grainfields had wide | 
channels cut in them as the storm 
moved across the skies. 

Main section of the city was not 
touched by the hailstorm, and a rain 
that measured .06 inches was all 
that fell during the storm period. 

Dan Bouvier, North Edmonton 
resident, said the storm hit North 
Edmonton at about 7:30 p.m. but! 
lasted only a few minutes. Some 
hail stones weighed two and a half 
ounces, Mr. Bouvier reported. 

Mrs. H. Hollingsworth, 9432 118 
avenue, was riding in a car with 
Miss J. Johnson, of North Edmon- 
ton, west of the airport. The storm 
was so héavy that they were forced 
to take shelter under trees to pre- 
vent damage to their car, They 
said hailstones, some as large as 
golf balls, covered the ground over 
a large area. 

3 HOURS TO MELT 

To prove their claims as to the 
size of the stones, Mrs. Holling- 
worth and Miss Johnson brought 
samples in to The Bulletin office. 
They were at least as large as golf 
balls, and it took three hours for 
them to melt while on display on 
a@ table in the news room.

How often have you heard @ 
friend say: “I have a splitting head- 
ache” and promptly proffered a 
couple of your favorite tablets 
which “always do the trick?” It is 
not my intention to deliberate tw- 
day on the virtues or otherwise of 
tablets and so called pain killers, 
but rather to explain some of the 
reasons for the splitting heads which 
cause them to be taken, 

If there is a headache, then there 
is a cause for it, and the cause is 
often far removed from the head 
itself. Sometimes the sufferer is 
aware of the cause, especially if it 
can be traced to alcoholic remorse 
or the morning after the night be- 
fore. However, in my experience 


impaired digestion due to improper 
dietary habits, which when cor- 
rected, case the headaches to van- 
ish. It is also a common fact to 
find that a patient has suffered for 
years from severe headaches from 
an unknown cause, and after having 
an examination made of the eyes, a 
slight error of refraction was found 
to be the causative factor.
